Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues on pages 5-8 of the 
response that Ehreth in view of Schultheiss fails to disclose the residential gateway since Ehreth discloses the use of multiple channel 
selection and signaling units (as opposed to one) and Schultheiss does not disclose the personal computer (gateway) is capable of 
receiving signals from multiple remote controls. The examiner points out that the references were used in combination such that 
Schultheiss teaches the use of one gateway directly receiving channel selections and Ehreth teaches the use of one gateway 30 (figure 1 ) 
handling signals from multiple remote controls. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); 
In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

The applicant further argues on pages 8-10 of the response that Schultheiss teaches away from combining with Ehreth since Schultheiss 
does not disclose multiple televisions. The examiner respectfully disagrees with this assertion. Schultheiss dicsloses the benefit of 
additional services without requiring costly add-on accessory units such as receivers and descramblers (column 1, lines 56-63); thus 
there is a benefit to reducing the number of channel selection and signaling units 50 in Ehreth when combined with Schultheiss. The 
applicant further states the motivation derived from Schultheiss (column 1, lines 46-63) refers to one television, not multiple televisions. 
The examiner points out that Schultheiss does not preclude the well known feature of multiple televisions in a system. Moreover, Ehreth 
is used to disclose multiple televisions and a gateway 30 that handles signals from multiple remote control devices. 
In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 
1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Schultheiss disclsoes the benefit of additional services without costly add-on devices. 
The applicant argues that same limitations on pages 10-25 of the response with respect to the remaining independent claims and 
dependent claims. The examiner stated in the remarks above why the limitations are not allowable and applies the same line of 
reasoning for the remaining arguments on pages 10-25 of the response.. 
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
